was listed in critical condition at 
Charlotte Hospital after his 1986 
Porsche veered off the road and 
struck a utility pole at 55 miles per 
hour at 2:30 a.m. on October 14. At 
press time, T.A. was being treated in 
the trauma intensive care unit for 
serious neck injuries. 

“Trauma intensive care means that 
he suffered multiple injuries,” said a 
hospital spokesman. ‘This is the unit 
to be in to receive the highest quali- 
ty technical care.” Although hospital 
Officials were asked not to release

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RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


N SEPTEMBER 28, Nikita Koloff unified the United States 

and the National heavyweight titles by defeating National 
champion Wahoo McDaniel at The Omni in Atlanta. It was the 
latest triumph in a series of triumphs for the 25-year-old Russian, 
who has consistently been ranked among the top 10 wrestlers in 
the world. His latest accomplishment has also earned him the 
distinction of being named Sports Review Wrestling’s Wrestler of 
the Month. 

By now, most wrestling fans know the story. Denied the right 
to compete in the 1984 Olympics because of his country's boy- 
cott, Nikita was brought over to the United States by his uncle 
Ivan, whom he admired as a youth. “I! grew up hearing how 
great Uncle Ivan was in America,” Nikita says, “how he de- 
stroyed weak American competition to become world champion. 
[lvan was WWF champion for a short time in 1971.] I tell Uncle 
Ivan I also could do this.” 

‘T also could do this.” Possibly the understatement of the decade. 
From the start, promoters, fans, and fellow wrestlers were im- 
pressed by Nikita’s raw power and aggressiveness. He won his first 
matches handily, disposing of most prelim wrestlers in five minutes 
or less. He soon teamed up in six-man matches with Ivan and Don 
Kernodle, then the NWA World tag team champions. After Dusty 
Rhodes and Manny Fernandez won the tag team title in a cage 
match in October 1984, Ivan and Nikita brutally beat Kernodle, 
forcing him out of wrestling for several months, 

In December 1984, Krusher Khrushchev joined the Russians in 
claiming the NWA six-man title. On March 18, 1985, Ivan and 
Nikita beat Rhodes and Fernandez for the NWA World tag team 
title. In an unprecedented move, Ivan announced that any two of 
the three Russians could defend the title at any time; NWA 
Officials did not object. 

Despite being a tag team champion, Nikita—with Ivan’s guid- 
ance—devoted his energies to going after Ric Flair's NWA World 
championship. Beginning at The Great American Bash on July 6, 
1985, Flair and Nikita had a series of bouts in which Nikita very 
nearly took the title. Flair has said Nikita may be the toughest 
challenger he has ever faced. 

Soon after getting back into tag team competition with Ivan 
and Khrushchev, Nikita faced a wall of danger called The Road 
Warriors, who took it upon themselves to defend the honor of 
America in their unique way. “It might just be a stinkin’ coun- 
try,” Hawk said, “but it’s our stinkin’ country.” 

The war was on, Although there were no clear victories for 
either side, the brutality and power displayed in the ring awed 
even the most jaded wrestling observer. Nikita, however, grew 
tired of his clashes with the Warriors, and soon set his sights on 
another target: the U.S. championship belonging to Magnum 
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NIKITA KOLOFF 


T.A., who had won the title back from Tully Blanchard at 
Starrcade "85. 

Nikita won the belt after a best-of-seven series, an unusual way 
to decide a wrestling championship. But these were no ordinary 
circumstances. The matches were sanctioned after Magnum was 
stripped of the title by the NWA for striking NWA President Bob 
Geigel. Geigel was reprimanding Magnum for attacking Nikita at 
a televised press conference called to announce a U.S. title match 
between Magnum and Nikita, Magnum attacked Koloff because 
the Russian had insulted Magnum's mother, who was in 
attendance at the press conference, 

All the matches were controversial, depending who you spoke 
to. Nikita won the first three, but Magnum fought back to take 
the next three. The seventh and deciding match resulted in a 
title change that shocked the wrestling world. For the first time 
in history, a Russian held the US. title. “This proves Russian 
superiority,” proud uncle Ivan boasted. “Nikita will be the great- 
est U.S. champion ever. You will see how he dominates these 
sorry American wrestlers.” 

When the NWA announced a unification of the U.S. and 
National championships this summer, Tully Blanchard was Na- 
tional champion, but in September he lost to McDaniel. That did 
not concern The Russian Nightmare. “That stupid Indian,” he 
scoffed, “I tear feathers right off his head. He fat, slow, and 
dumb. No match for Nikita.” 

Although Nikita dominated the match, it ended in controversy. 
Nikita hit Wahoo with a chair and smashed him with the Russian 
Sickle. As the referee counted, Wahoo managed to drape his foot 
over the rope, but Ivan pushed it off, so the referee never saw it. 

That night in The Omni was a double success for the Koloffs. 
Aside from Nikita's victory, Ivan and Khrushchev won the newly- 
created US. tag team belts (replacing the former National tag 
team belts) by beating The Kansas Jayhawks, Dutch Mantel and 
Bobby Jaggers, in a one-night tournament. Never before have 
the Russians had more influence in the NWA. 

Nikita Koloff is now without a doubt the number two wrestler 
in the NWA, Gone are the days when the U.S. and National 
champions argued over who was the number one contender to 
the World championship. On that night in The Omni, when the 
National title passed out of existence, Nikita reasserted his domi- 
nance of the sport. 

“Listen, all you people. Nikita is best there is. It is only matter 
of time before Nikita beat Flair. Flair, you can run, but you no 
can hide.” 

From any other wrestler, that may be considered an idle 
threat. But from Nikita Koloff, our Wrestler of the Month, it is a 
frightening challenge. oO

But things have changed since then. 
Watts gave up his rulebreaking ways to 
become a fan favorite, and now, 21 
years later, he’s the President of the 
UWF (formerly Mid-South Wrestling). 
And what a year it has been for the 
UWF! First came the name change, 
then came an influx of some of the 
most talented and exciting wrestlers in 
the world. 

The UWF is now considered one of 
the top three promotions in wrestling, 
and its wrestlers are among the best— 
and toughest—anywhere. Bill Watts 
Presents, the UWF’s weekly television 
program, is the highest-rated syndicat- 
ed sports show in the country, and the 
federation is expanding into new areas. 
And when the editors of Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated, the world’s largest-selling 
wrestling magazine, decided to sponsor 
its first-ever tournament, the UWF got 
the nod. 

Bill Watts is the man who makes the 
UWF go. Whether he’s behind his 
desk or enforcing UWF rules by climb- 
ing into the ring and taking on the 
men he governs, Watts always seems 
to be in the picture. Watts has done it 
all, and as a result was chosen PWI’s 
“Man of the Year” for 1986. 

Sports Review Wrestling’s man who 
does it all, Editor-in-Chief Peter King, 
recently spoke with Watts about the 
growth of the UWF, his unusual ring 
involvement, and the first-ever 
PWI/UWF $50,000 Challenge Tourna- 
ment, which will be in its final three 
weeks when this issue hits the stands. 
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BW: 


I’ll tell you, Bill, I have a very 
busy schedule, but I always make 
time to watch the tapes of the 
UWF television shows. They 
might be the best in the country. 
We like to think so, Peter, be- 
cause we put a lot of work into 
the production of our programs 
and also arranging the cards. You 
can’t forget that television is the 
only way we can get our product 
out to many people. Our image is 
based on what people see on TV. 
I’d have to agree with that, be- 
cause in reality the UWF’s image 
is that of a rough, tough, and 
very aggressive federation. Many 
people refer to it as the outlaw 
league of professional wrestling. 
Would you agree with that? 
(Laughs) Well, as you know, I 
try to keep things under control, 
but if you’re talking about men 
like The Freebirds, Eddie Gilbert, 
John Tatum, Ted DiBiase, and 
The Fantastics, I'd say you’re 
right in saying that our men 
know how to mix it up and gen- 
erate plenty of excitement. Put it 
this way: If you’re going to make 
it in the UWF, you’re gonna have 
to put up with plenty of pain, 
punishment, and blood. 

And plenty of Bill Watts. 

Yeah, I guess so Peter, and I 
know what you’re getting at. But

UWF. You’re not gonna be able 
to punish a man like Gilbert or

Gordon Solie is his 
hero; Joe Pedicino finishes a close sec- 
ond. Every Saturday he watches Super- 
stars Of Wrestling on WATL-TV in 
Atlanta for eight hours. Every Satur- 
day he’s disappointed when the show is 
over. 

Judd Ray Scott is the John Doe of 
wrestling, a hard-working American 
who puts in a solid 40-hour week and 
looks to the squared circle for an out- 
let, a means of entertainment, a way to 
escape from the rigors of life itself.

He is 
despondent over having seen the Rus- 
sians take over the U.S. singles and tag 
team titles. Indeed, those tag belts were 
won by Ivan Koloff and Krusher 
Khrushchev in Scott’s own backyard: 
The Omni. 

Take heart, Judd Ray Scott. All is 
not lost. Down in Florida, land of alli- 
gators, condos, and oranges, one of 
the last bastions of wrestling patriotism 
is still holding the fort, fighting off the 
Russians, and staking its claim to the 
country they love. 

“We're the real U.S. tag team 
champions, and don’t you forget it,” 
growls Steve Keirn, one half of The 
Fabulous Ones. 

**You’d better believe it, brother,’ 
Stan Lane, the other half, chimes in. 
“They can call that title whatever they 
want, but it doesn’t matter. There’s 
only one U.S. tag team title, and we 
have it!”’ 

The Fabulous Ones’ aggravation is 
easily understood. For some reason, 
when the NWA decided to rename the 
National tag team championship, it 
chose to call it the U.S. title. Unfortu- 
nately, there already was a U.S. title in 
Florida, which the NWA also recog- 
nizes. Still, despite the potential confu- 
sion, the governing body decided to 
forge ahead with its plans. 

“Tt was an inane move,’’ insists

Ivan Koloff and Krusher Khru- 
shchev won the tournament for the 
U.S. tag team belts. 

The Russians are coming! The Rus- 
sians are coming! 

The Russians came. And _ they 
conquered.

The opening battle: Koloff and 
Khrushchev easily dispose of Tim 
Horner and Nelson Royal. The most 
horrible defeat: The Russians beat 
Dusty Rhodes and Magnum T.A., two 
of the most loyal Americans in the 
sport, by disqualification. And finally, 
the United States’ Waterloo: The Kan- 
sas Jayhawks succumb to the Russian 
assault and Koloff and Khrushchev 
walk away with the belts. 

“This is great night for Soviet 
Union,”’ says Ivan Koloff in the dress- 
ing room. “‘I have already notified of- 
ficials in the Kremlin and they are 
most delighted with our accomplish- 
ments. They are planning many cele- 
brations. This is most great night. As 
for you Americans, I don’t know 
... His voice trailed off and a smile 
came to Koloff’s face. The Russian 
was pleased. 

But Judd Ray Scott, American, was 
left shell shocked. What’s next? For 
months—make that years—the Rus- 
sians have bragged about their superi- 
ority over American wrestlers, but ev- 
eryone just considered it to be typical 
Soviet propaganda. Now the proof is 
there in the form of three belts. 

Two of those are the U.S. tag team 
belts, which shouldn’t be confused 
(but, on many occasions, probably will 
be) with the U.S. tag team title cur- 
rently held in Florida by The Fabulous 
Ones. The NWA’s version of the U.S. 
tag team title was formerly known as 
the National tag team championship, 
but, according to President Bob

Geigel, ‘‘it was felt that the National 
belts weren’t given the respect they de- 
served. We’re hoping that this cosmetic 
change helps the fans realize that they 
are in fact on a par with the US. 
singles championship.” 

Or, to put it another way, all Rus- 
sian titles are created equally. The U.S. 
titles have been the goal of the Soviet 
wrestlers for months. It has been re- 
ported here in the past that Nikita 
Koloff was actually ordered by the 
Kremlin to win the U.S. singles title. 
And although Ivan Koloff and Khru- 
shchev did not receive the same back- 
ing (probably because Khrushchev is 
merely an American who has em- 
braced Soviet values), they knew their 
mission. 

“This is final proof I need that Rus- 
sians are superior to Americans in ev- 
ery way,’’ says Khrushchev. “‘We went 
through the tournament with no prob- 
lem at all. I figured that the American 
wrestlers would at least put up some 
resistance, but they were unable to

ferent federations, but Florida is the 
NWA and World Championship is the 
NWA. All this does is confuse every- 
body. I mean, which one is which, 
that’s what everybody is gonna be say- 
ing. This really bothers us. We worked 
hard to win this title, and now they’re 
practically taking it away from us.” 

Not exactly, but it doesn’t take a 
genius to realize which version of the 
title is going to receive more publicity. 
Koloff and Khrushchev will defend 
their U.S. title all over the country. 
Keirn and Lane will mainly be restrict- 
ed to Florida. Before long, the Rus- 
sians’ title will be the better known of 
the two. 
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“Exactly,” agrees Lane. ‘‘That’s the 
whole unfair part. We’d wrap those 
Russians around our little fingers and 
send them ‘scurrying back to Siberia 
where they belong. There’s very little 
doubt in my mind that The Fabulous 
Ones are by far the better of the two 
teams. But the way the NWA is work- 
ing, it’s not going to appear that 
way.” 

This situation has only added to The 
Fabulous Ones’ worries. Since winning 
the title in July,! they’ve received stiff 
threats from The Sheepherders, The 
Shock Troops (Ed ‘“‘The Bull’? Gantner 
and Kareem Muhammad), and The 
Ninja and Kendo Nagasaki. Observers 


throughout the Florida area are 
shocked that Keirn and Lane have 
managed to hold off the onslaught for 
so long. That, in itself, is a tribute to 
these men. 

“Simply incredible,’ says popular 
television analyst Gordon Solie. ‘“Steve 
Keirn and Stan Lane have displayed 
courage and perseverance unlike any I 
have seen in my many years in the 
sport, both as a fan and a television 
analyst. They have stepped forth and 
held steady at a time when some other 
teams would have folded up the tents 
and gone running for help in any way 
possible, whatever that way might be. I 
am truly impressed.”

Now, to protect their honor and the 
honor of the Florida U.S. tag team 
belts, The Fabulous Ones might have 
to challenge Koloff and Khrushchev. 
This is the only way that they can 
restore the importance of the titles they 
value so highly. 

“‘We’ve thought about that,’’ admits 
Keirn, “‘but I hope that’s not what it 
comes down to. We’d much prefer to 
keep our minds focused on the task at 
hand, and that’s defending the titles we 
currently hold. If we have to, though, 
we'll do it. If we think they’re moving 
in on our turf, we'll take them on. 
This is a fair warning: Koloff and 
Khrushchev better not start mouthing 
off. They’d better not start putting 
down our country!” 

We told you, Judd Ray Scott. The 
Fabulous Ones are not going to sit 
around and disappoint their fans. But 
the challenge is fierce. Ivan Koloff is 
considered to be one of the greatest 
wrestlers of all time, and certainly the 
best ever from the Soviet Union. 
Krusher Khrushchev doesn’t quite 
match up to The Russian Bear, but 
he’s an improved wrestler when Koloff 
is by his side. Neither are known for 
keeping quiet. 

For example: ‘‘There is only one

RATING THE TOP 


90 STARS 
IN THE WWF! 


The WWF roster is bulging with talented wrestlers, and this 
special section ranks the federation’s top 50 stars. How do 
they rate when compared with one another? Where do 
your favorites stand on such a list? You'll find the answers 
to these questions —and more —right here! 


OR A WHILE, it was a normal editorial meeting. A 

short while. Then the editors began to discuss what 
material to put in this issue’s “Ratings Analysis.’’ Asso- 
ciate Editor Craig Peters favored using more of the 
fans’ letters containing odd and unusual ratings catego- 
ries. Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum agreed, but Se- 
nior Editor Bill Apter wanted to present ratings for the 
Pacific Northwest and Polynesian Pacific areas. 

Then Managing Editor Stu Saks spoke up. 

“You know what we haven’t had in a long time?” 
Saks asked rhetorically. “Top 20 ratings. We've printed 
11 through 20 tag team and singles ratings in ‘Ratings 
Analysis’ in the past, and | think that it would be a good 
idea this month.” 

“You know,’ Peters added, ‘‘with all the talent in the 
WWF, we could probably do a Top 50 ratings!” 

Saks’ eyes sparkled. “Great idea!’’ 

Everyone else groaned. 

“No, really,” Saks enthused. ‘‘We’ll put together a 
Top 50 ratings for the WWF, and use it instead of a 
photo section in the magazine.” 

Everyone groaned again, mainly at the prospect of 
spending the hours upon hours necessary to put to- 
gether such a list and write the blurbs of analysis that 
must accompany each name. 

And it did take hours. Many hours. But when those 
hours were over, a consensus had been reached on 
the 50 best grapplers in the WWF, and capsule analy- 
ses of their styles had been written. 

What is the difference between these ratings and the

WWF Top 10 on our ratings pages? And what were the 
criteria for these ratings? 

“We concerned ourselves with a few major factors,” 
noted Editor-in-Chief Peter King. ‘Wrestling skills, won- 
lost record, ability to overwhelm an opponent, they all 
counted for something. Indeed, in a way, strength and 
power counted as much as pure wrestling skill, and in 
some cases maybe even more. And won-lost record 
was important as well. 

“For example, Hulk Hogan, not a particularly skilled 
wrestler but an extremely powerful and intimidating one, 
was rated number one—how could you rate him any- 
thing but number one in the WWF?—but Les Thornton, 
a superb scientific grappler who seldom wins his match- 
es, finished number 42. 

“There was a lot more latitude for editorial interpretation 
and an individual wrestler’s potential in the Top 50 than in 
the Top 10,” King concluded. “The WWF Top 10 is more 
alist of top contenders to a title, while our Top 50 is a 
listing based more on style than contention. A good rule 
of thumb would be that any wrestler could fairly easily 
beat any wrestler ranked lower than he is, but would have 
great difficulty beating someone rated higher. | think the 
fans will enjoy this section a great deal.” 

In any event, we’re sure that these ratings will pro- 
vide you and your friends with a forum for discussion, 
argument, and just plain fun. And when you’re done 
examining them, we’d love to hear your reactions and 
comments.

This concept, which was first introduced in the November 1986 
issue of Sports Review Wrestling, made its debut in the January 1987 
issue of The Wrestler and spread to the February 1987 issue of Pro 
Wrestling Illustrated, has resulted in a record number of “Ratings 
Analysis” mail.

And from best to worst. Michael Harris of Albany, Georgia, gives 
us what he calls the 10 Sorriest Wrestlers, which you'll notice is top- 
heavy in World Championship wrestlers: 1—Rocky King (World 
Championship); 2—George South (World Championship); 3—The 
Italian Stallion (World Championship); 4—Jim Backlund (Florida); 5— 
The Glassman (UWF); 6—Randy Mulkey (World Championship); 7— 
Bill Mulkey (World Championship); 8—Jim Jeffers (last seen in World 
Championship); 9—Mack Jeffers (last seen in World Championship); 
10—The Golden Terror (World Championship). 


A ball of confusion ... but not any- 
more, thanks to the NWA‘s wise deci- 
sion to merge the United States champi- 
onship and the National championship. 
Although the U.S champion was always 
officially ranked as the number one con- 
tender to the NWA World title, there 
was always argument over whether the 
National champion deserved that spot. 
As a result of the title-unification match 
between U.S. champion Nikita Koloff 
and National champion Wahoo McDan- 
iel, there’s now only one belt: the U.S. title, held by “The Russian 
Nightmare.” This will add needed prestige to the belt and will help 
ease the crowding on the NWA championship scene. In our ratings, 
the U.S. will still be recognized as number one in the World Cham- 
pionship area. 

On the other hand, the NWA complicated an uncomplicated 
situation when it changed the name of its National tag team title to 
the U.S. championship (see page 28), Of course, Florida also has a 
U,S. championship. The World Championship area's version of the 
title covers a much larger area, but the Florida belt has history on its 
side. We'll continue to recognize both until this situation is resolved.

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Although admirers flock to him now, Lugar was not always a fan favorite. His fans in 


Florida would be sorry to see him leave, but their loss would be the wrestling world’s gain. 


challengers in Florida with ease. The 
only way for Lugar to seriously chal- 
lenge for Ric Flair’s title is to pack his 
bags and try the competition in other 
areas of the NWA _ and _ other 
federations.” 


Greg Rider, Butte, MT: “It’s about 
time you started asking that question. 
Lugar should have changed his address 
a long time ago. My friends in Florida 
tell me that he probably never should 
have began his career there. He would 
have been better off starting with a 
smaller promotion, then exploding on 
the scene in the WWF or the World 
Championship area. Wherever he even- 
tually goes, Lugar will be a 
champion.” 


Joe Vladikovich, Pittsburgh, PA: ‘The 
ability of a wrestler should not be mea- 
sured by the size of his muscles, but by 
his wrestling skill. On both counts, Lu- 
gar is among the top 10 in the world. 
However, I don’t think it matters 
where he wrestles, only how he wres- 
tles. So it doesn’t make a difference 
whether or not he stays in Florida, 
although I wish I could see him in live 
matches here in Pennsylvania.” 


Betty Samuelson, Birmingham, AL: 
“Oh, Lex, how do IJ love thee? Let me 
count the ways! If I had anything to 
do about it, Lex Lugar would stay 
down here forever. Who cares about 
how he wrestles! With a body like that 


you don’t have to fight, you can just 
stand there looking great. Lex will rule 
wrestling for as long as he wants, and 
nobody is gonna stop him. Not even 
Flair or Hogan.”
